1 be§  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health 
Services  of  the  County  for  the  Year  ending  3 1st  December, 
1938. 

The  Year  started  with  a serious  outbreak  of  Enteric 
Fever  in  the  St.  David’s  area.  The  epidemic,  which  involved 
much  work  and  considerable  expense,  lasted  until  April. 

In  April  your  Chairman,  the  Clerk  and  myself  gave  evid- 
ence before  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  Anti-Tubercul- 
osis Services  in  Wales  and  Monmouthshire.  The  report  of 
this  Committee  has  now  been  issued,  and  is  likely  to  have 
far-reaching  effects  in  all  branches  of  Public  Health  in  Wales. 

Various  Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  obiect  of 
appointing  whole-time  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  these  Officers  will  be  appointed  at  an  early 

date. 

A large  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Department  has 
arisen  in  connection  with  the  medical  side  of  Air  Raids  Pre- 
cautions. Arrangements  for  Hospitals,  First  Aid  Posts,  and 
Nursing  are  well  advanced. 

Great  advances  have  also  taken  place  in  connection  with 
the  Designated  Milks  Orders. 

With  regard  to  Housing,  the  County  continues  to  occupy 
a forward  position  in  the  provision  of  re-constructed  houses 
under  the  Housing  of  the  Rural  Workers  Act. 

A scheme  is  being  worked  out  for  the  establishment  at 
Cardiff  of  a Radio  Therapeutic  Clinic  for  the  treatment  Ot 
Cancer  to  serve  the  whole  of  South  Wales. 
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Details  of  Vital  Statistics  are  $iven  in  the  body  of  the 
Report,  and  can  on  the  whole  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate,  16.2,  is  the  highest  recorded  for  ten 
years. 

1 take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
Committee  for  their  help  and  consideration  at  all  times.

The  Deaths  at  all  ages,  of  all  causes,  registered  during 
the  year  1938  numbered  1,163 — 625  Males  and  538 
Females — giving  a Death  Rate  of  1 3.9  per  1 ,000  of  the  popu- 
lation. This  is  a decrease  of  .9  in  the  Death  Rate,  compared 
with  last  year’s  figures.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

A small  Laboratory  at  the  County  Health  Department 
carries  out  the  simpler  forms  of  bacteriological  investigation. 
Throat  swabs  from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  from  Schools  and 
from  Practitioners  who  require  a speedy  report  are  examined. 
Wasserman'  Tests,  Milk  and  Water  Analyses,  special  t)lood 
examinations,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at  the  Beck  Laboratory, 
Swansea. 

During  1938,  684  swabs  were  examined  for  the 
determination  of  the  presence  of  Diphtheria. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A Motor  Ambulance  attached  to  the  County  War 
Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  is  available  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  County. 

An  Infectious  Diseases  Ambulance  stationed  at  the 
County  Isolation  Hospital,  Pembroke  Dock,  is  ready  at  any 
hour  to  remove  Patients  to  Hospital  from  any  part  of  the 
County. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Pembrokeshire  County  Nursing  Association  con- 
tinues to  carry  out  its  extensive  duties  in  a most  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  Association  co-ordinates  the  work  of  44  Nursing 
Associations  so  that  conditions  of  service  throughout  the 
County  are  on  similar  lines.  The  44  Associations  employed 
during  1938,  49  Nurses,  ofwhom  three  were  Queen’s  Nurses. 
21  fully  trained  (non-Queen’s),  and  25  were  Village  Nurses 
holding  the  C.M.B.  Certificate. 

Much  greater  attention  has  been  paid  to  transport  fac- 
ilities and  27  Cars  were  in  use  during  the  year  by  the  various 
Nurses.  In  addition,  1 Z Nurses  have  been  connected  by  Tele- 
phone, an  arrangement  which  has  greatly  improyed  facilities 
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for  their  own  work  and  co-operation  with  the  County  Super- 
intendent. 

^ Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  8 Midwives  were  re- 
tired and  much  of  the  work  previously  carried  on  by  therrt 
has  been  undertaken  by  District  Nurse  Midwives. 

A Relief  Nurse  is  stationed  at  Haverfordwest,  and 
undertakes  cases  where,  by  reason  of  infection,  illness  or  acci- 
dent, the  services  of  the  ordinary  Nurse  are  not  available. 

A second  Relief  Nurse  has  now  been  appointed  who,  in, 
addition  to  emergency  work,  acts  as  locum  tenens  during  the 
absence  of  District  Nurses  on  refresher  courses. 

Various  District  Nursing  Associations  have  extended 
their  boundaries,  and  by  this  means  areas,  hitherto  unserved, 
are  now  included  in  the  general  nursing  scheme. 

‘ -i  ■ • 

Several  Nurses  have  attended  post-certificate  instruc- 
tional courses,  and  have  returned  to  their  districts  very  much 
improved  by  their  instruction  in  modern  technique. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  and 
by  agreement  with  the  County  Council  Nurses,  salaries  have 
been  increased,  and  the  following  scale  is  in  operation 
throughout  the  County

bbe  above  salaries  include  uniform  allowance. 

A fixed  minimum  midwifery  fee  of  17/6  has  been 
approved  throughout  the  County,  and  the  minimum  maternity 
fee  has  been  fixed  at  15/-. 

A special  Sub-Committee,  with  County  Council  repre- 
sentatives, has  gone  into  the  question  of  transport  grants  in 
all  areas.  Grants  towards  the  provision  pf  Cars  have  been 
made  on  a pre-arranged  basis  of  area,  and  in  addition  the 


Committee  have  approved  expenditure  in  hiring  cars  wher6 
no  cars  are  available  for  emergency  work. 

The  County  Council  pay  an  annual  grant  of  £110  for 
Hospital  trained  Nurse  Midwives  employed  by  the  County 
Nursing  Association,  and  £90  for  Village  Nurse  Midwives. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  has  decided  to  dis- 
continue the  training  of  unqualified  women  as  Village  Nurses, 
and  has  arranged  to  send  for  midwifery  training,  only  those 
applicants  who  are  already  trained  Nurses.  By  this  arrange- 
ment it  is  anticipated  that  in  time  the  County  will  be  served 
by  a highly  qualified  staff  of  Nurse  Midwives.

During  the  Year,  77  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to 
practice.  Fourteen  left  the  County  or  discontinued  practice. 
All  Midwives  practising  in  the  County  hold  a C.M.B.  Certi- 
ficate. There  are  now  no  bona-fide  Midwives. 


Of  the  77  Midwives  in  practice,  49  were  employed  by 
the  District  Nursing  Associations,  the  remainder  being  in 
private  practice. 


Inspection  of  Midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  Countv 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  who  inspects  the  work,  registers, 
bags  and  equipment  of  all  Midwives  and  sees  that  a proper 
standard  of  Midwifery  is  maintained.  The  County  Superin- 
tendent paid  336  visits  in  connection  with  this  work.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  report  any  breach  of  the  rules  either 
to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  or  the  Central  Midwives 

Board. 


Light  Midwives  were  compulsorily  retired  under  the 
Midwives’  Act,  1936,  and  were  paid  the  necessary  compensa- 
tion. 


The  employment  of  District  Nurse  Midwives  is  increas- 

— they  attended  142  cases  during  the 
amount  of  the  increase  was  due  to  the  retirement  of  Mid- 

wiyes  already  mentioned. 
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Sterilized  Maternity  Outfits  are  available  in  all  Dis- 
tricts. These  are  supplied  at  cost  price  and  in  case  of  poverty, 
free. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

The  transport  §rant  has  continued  to  prove  of  great 
benefit  to  Nurses  and  Patients  alike,  and  afforded  opportunity 
for  speedy  and  efficient  service  and  avoided  long  delays  in 
reaching  Patients  so  common  in  the  old  days. 


HOSPITALS  (Public  and  Voluntary). 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Structural  alterations  have  made  towards  the  greater 
elficiency  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  comfort  of  the  Staff.  A 
satisfactory  proportion  of  the  infectious  diseases  cases  have 
been  treated  at  the  Hospital,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  was  sufficiently  low  to  allow  the  Hospital  to  cope  with 
the  cases  without  on  any  occasion  having  to  refuse  admission. 

During  the  Typhoid  epidemic  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
move all  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  patients  to  Narberth 
Public  Assistance  Institution  and  Lglwyswrw  Hospital,  and 
then  it  was  found  necessary  to  obtain  temporary  additional 
wards  in  the  Air  Ministry  Hospital  alongside.  The  Commit- 
tee are  aware  of  the  shortage  of  accommodation,  and  are  con- 
sidering the  question  of  building  a new  Hospital  at  a more 
central  site. 

During  1938,  51  cases  of  Diphtheria,  14  Scarlet  Fever 
and  1 case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  treated  at  the  Hos- 
pitaT  in  addition  to  51  Enteric  cases. 

Typhoid  Outbreak. 

Early  in  January,  1938,  a serious  outbreak  of  Typhoid 
occurred  in  the  St.  David  s area.  In  all,  58  notifications 
were  received  and  there  were  1 2 deaths.  Herewith  follows  a 
report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Haverfordwest 
Rural  District  Council  (Dr.  J.  Howard  Owen,  M.D.) 
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20th  May,  l93l 

To  The  chairman  and  members  of  the  Haverfordwest 

RURAI.  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

GENTLEMEN, 

The  following  is  a copy  of  my  report  .submitted  to  the  County 
Council  at  your  request ; — 

The  occurrence  of  typhoid  in  the  district  was  first  suspected 
by  Dr,  Elliot,  of  St.  Davids,  wlien  lie  sent,  las  patient,  Mr.  Lewis,  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  on  Januaiy  20th.  On  the  22nd  together  with  the 
County  M.O.H.  and  Dr.  Elliot  I visited  St.  Davids  and  saw  three  other 
suspicious  cases.  We  decided  to  arrange  for  immediate  admission 
to  Hospital.  In  the  meanwhile  information  was  forthcoming  that 
there  were  suspicious  case:^  at  Solva  which  1 also  visited. 

Obsei  vation  at  the  Hospital  confirmed  our  early  suspicions  and 
these  were  proved  correct  by  blood  tests.  The  County  M.O.H.  com- 
municated with  alt  Doctoi's  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  Hospital 
arrangements  were  completed  to  admit  considerable  numbers.  Solva 
cases  were  also  found  [lositive  by  blood  tests. 

Precautions  with  regard  to  Water—thc  most  common  known 
source  of  infection— were  now  taken  and  investigations  on  other  lines 
were  commenced.  Cases  from  other  areas  were  now  being  notified 
and  in  the  few  days  no  fewer  than  hfteen  cases  were  brought  to  my 
notice. 

Dr.  Howell,  of  the  Welsh  Roard  of  Health,  arrived  to  help  in 
investigations  wliilst  other  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  also  gave 
their  assistance  in  various  ways. 

Dr.  Howell  concentrated  hei'  efforts  in  hnding  the  probable 
cause. 

•All  possible  suspicious  water  supplies  were  analysed  and  samples 
were  taken  of  milk,  and  although  many  were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory none  could  be  blamed  for  the  outbreak. 

Further  investigations  began  to  point  to  food  as  the  probable 
source  and  a vast  anioimt  of  effort  was  spent  by  Dr.  Howell  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  myself  in  following  up  all  clues. 

.After  lengthy  and  protracted  investigations,  indications  began  to 
point  to  the  fact  that  the  most  probable  cause  of  tbe  outbreak  was 
infected  food,  and  everything  indicated  that  the  source  of  infection 
centred  round  one  particular  place  of  business. 

Bacteriological  investigations  were  then  carried  out  and  samples 
of  the  blood  and  excreta  were  taken  from  the  owners  and  inhabitants 
of  these  business  premises. 

a’  positive  Widal  returned  from  one  individual  in  this  estab- 
lishment indicated  that  she  was  a carrier  or  infective  agent.  Ihe 
place  of  business  was  visited  and  the  people  concerned  warned  of 
the  danger  of  continuing  to  sell  certain  foodstuffs,  and  all  jperish- 
able  goods  were  ordered  to  be  destroyed.  The  inlected  person  was 
advised  to  undergo  further  investigation  and  treatment  to  which  she 
agreed  and  she  was  removed  to  Cardiff  Isolation  Hospital . under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Emrys  Harries,  wim  went  very  thoroughly  into  the 
case. 

The  conclusion  established  was  that  this  patient  bad  definitely 
suffered  from  a recent  attack  of  Typhoid.  It  was  ascertained  that  she 
had  been  ill  at  her  home  with  Diarrhoea  and  inflammation  of  the  Bowel 
before  Christmas  but  she  stated  that  there  was  no  doctor  in  attend- 
ance The  patient  could  give  no  suggestions  as  to  the  origin  of  her 
illness,  but  she  had  been  away  from  home  for  a period  previous  to 
her  being  taken  ill,  it  is  assumed  that  she  contracted  Typhoid  while 

tiway. 


The  outbreak  was  definitely  proved  to  be  not  due  to  one  par- 
ticular foodstuff  but  the  great  majority  of  the  infected  persons  had 
taken  some  food  or  other  from  this  business  premises. 

The  Investigating  Officers  were  satisfied  from  the  evidence  that 
the  outbreak  originated  from  food  supplied  from  the  Beehive,  St. 
Davids,  while  the  authorities  are  satisfied  that  the  original  patient 
acquired  her  infection  outside  the  County.  It  is  regretted  that  the 
widest  investigations  failed  to  disclose  where  the  patient  contracted 
the  infection. 

The  total  number  of  cases  in  the  epidemic  was  fifty-five,  occur- 
ring in  a period  from  .Januaiy  2(ith  to  .A.pril  4th.  Fifty-one  were 
treated  in  Hospital  and  four  in  their  homes.  The  outbreak  was  of  a 
very  grave  type  and  in  spite  of  the  excellent  medical  and  nursing 
arrangements  twelve  deaths  occurred.  Each  Patient  before  discharge, 
was  submitted  to  a thorough  bacteriological  examination  and  no  one 
was  sent  home  until  quite  free  from  eveiy  form  of  infection. 

The  fact  that  the  last  case  was  notified  on  April  4th  and 
no  cases  having  since  occurred,  it  may  be  safely  concluded  that  this 
outbreak  is  now  at  an  end.  • 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  add  that  my  Council  greatly 
appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  County  Council  to  meet  the  emergency 
by  providing  such  excellent  accommodation  and  treatment  at  such 
short  notice.

Maternity  Hospitals. 

The  County  Council  is  the  supervising  Authority  for 
the  whole  County  and  administers  the  provisions  of  the  Nurs- 
ing Homes  Act,  1927.  All  registered  maternity  homes  and 
nursing  homes  were  inspected  regularly. 

One  further  Nursing  Home  was  registered  during  the 


year. 
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At  the  Haverfordwest  Public  Assistance  Institution 
(Priory  Mount)  there  is  a Ward  of  four  maternity  beds,  with 
adjacent  labour  ward  and  up-to-date  flushing  and  lavatory 
accommodation. 

Small-Pox,  Eglwyswrw. 

This  Hospital,  which  is  reserved  for  cases  of  small-pox. 
was  commissToned  during  the  typhoid  outbreak  for  the  recep- 
tion of  convalescent  scarlet  fever  patients. 

No  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  Hospitals. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  in  Pem- 
brokeshire, as  throughout  Wales,  by  the  King  Edward  VII. 
Welsh  National  Mlemorial  Association.  The  Association  pro- 
vides and  maintains  two  Hospitals  in  the  County — Sealyham 
Hospital  with  30  beds — 15  Males  and  15  Females — and  Ken- 
sington Hospital,  5t.  Bride's,  mainly  for  surgical  tubercul- 
osis in  children,  with  1 10  beds. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  County  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest, 
provides  80  beds— 40  for  Males,  26  for  Females,  and  14  for 
Children. 

The  new  Nurses’  Hostel  was  opened  on  the  4th  Feb- 
ruary, 1938.  The  opening  of  this  Hostel  has  liberated  space 
which  has  now  been  adapted  for  the  provision  of  10  private 
wards  and  six  maternity  beds. 

The  Hospital  now  employs  a Resident  House  Surgeon.

Staff  Quarters,  etc., 
have  now  been  completed,  and  the  Institution  is  now  supplied 
with  water  from  the  public  service  mains. 

Boarded-Out  Children. 

Nine  children  are  boarded-out  with  Foster-Parents, 
and  their  welfare  is  supervised  by  the  Guardians  and  the  Dis- 
trict Nurses.  Reports  indicate  that  they  are  well  looked  after 
and  happy.

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1st.  FEEBLE-MINDED. 

These  are  trained  according  to  their  mental  capacity,  in  cooking, 
cleaning  vegetables,  house  work,  laying  the  table,  serving  at  the 
table,  cleaning  cutlery,  bed  making.  Industry  work,  patching  and 
darning,  and  Laundry  work. 

In  the  afternoon,  when  the  weather  permits,  the  girls  that  are 
not  attached  to  any  special  department,  work  out  of  doors— weeding, 
mowing,  rolling,  and  flower  gardening.  Some  of  them  help  in  the 
garden— weeding,  picking  fruit,  setting  and  picking  potatoes,  etc. 

In  the  evening  they  have  drilling,  dancing,  singing  and  all 
kinds  of  games.  Music  and  all  kinds  of  rhythm  is  a great  factor  in 
their  lives. 


2nd  VERY  LOW  GRADE  FEEBLEMINDED. 

These  are  taught  dusting,  polishing  and  light  cleaning  in  the 
Dormitories  and  various  parts  of  the  main  building.  For  lecreation 
they  are  taught  dancing,  singing  and  physical  exercises  and  games. 


FOR  1st  AND  2nd  GRADES. 

Saturday  afternoon  is  their  half  day.  .•Ml  work  is  completed  by 
mid-day,  and  the  remaining  part  of  the  day  is  for  recreation.  Din- 
iim  the  Summer  and  Winter  months— weather  permitting— they  are 
taken  for  long  walks,  whicli  they  all  look  forward  to  and  enjoy. 

3rd  IMBECILES  AND  IDIOTS. 

These  as  far  as  it  is  possible  are  taught  songs,  drilling  and  a 
few  physical  exercises,  such  as  walking  along  a line  or  plank,  and 
stepping  over  small  blocks,  etc.,  the  remainder  can  only  be  taught 
personal  cleanliness,  etc.,  they  all  respond  greatly  to  music,  and  we 
find  that  the  gramophone  is  a great  asset  to  them. 


INFIRMARY. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  I again  wish  to  report  the  over- 
crowdin<T  state  of  the  Infirmary  block.  This  Block  con^sts  of  a 
Dormitory  for  20  beds,  one  Day-room,  one  W.C  mid  one  Bathroom 
it  is  therefore  quite  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  numbei  of 
mb^riles  Idiots  Ind  very  low  grade  Patients  admitted  The  Infln  - 
arv  Dav-room  which  is  comparatively  a small  one— is  used  as  a Dm- 
hiL-oom  Sakioom,  l.inen-room.  Recreation-room,  and  to  accom- 
modate the  crockery  used  at  the  Inflrmaix  'xhe 

necessary  chairs  and  forms,  take  up  most  of  thf  ^ooi  space  ihc 
Bath-room  has  also  to  be  used  as  a Kitchen-Scullery,  ^he  Staff  find 
it  very  difficult  to  train  these  patients  as  they  should  be  - 

owing  to  the  overcrowding.  There  are  as  many  as  25  of  these 
Patients  in  this  room  very  often.

drying  and  ironing  of  clothes  is  done  more  efficiently  and  in  happier 
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siirrotincMngs.  To  have  the  addition  of  a foul  washing-rnachine  and 
Hydro,  and  a fumigating  room  is  veiy  beneficial. 

I recommend  a Drying  Ground  be  made  in  the  yard  attached 
to  the  Laundry.  The  air  and  sun  sweetens  and  bleaches  the  clothes— 
which  no  artificial  dryer  can  do— this  is  very  essential  for  the 
Clothing  and  Bed-linen  of  Mental  Defectives.

3rd,  19.38.  The  “ Birthday  Tea  ” is  given  to  the  Patients  by  the 
Superintendent  and  Stuff.  After  Tea  a special  entertainment  is 
arranged  by  the  Staff,  and  a Birthday  gift  given  to  each  Patient. 

THE  INSTITUTION— 

Daring  the  year  ending  March  31st,  19,39,  the  following  improve- 
ments have  been  made  at  the  Institution;  — 

(1)  New  Electric  Laundry  completed  and  opened. 

(2)  Shelter  built  for  the  Tuberculosis  Cases. 

(3)  Wash-up  and  Hot  and  Cold  Water  installed  in  the  Sick  Ward. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  service  continues  as 
before.  An  additional  Centre  has  been  opened  at  Tenby 
which  is  well  attended,  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  con- 
ducted by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  County  Health  Department. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  now  seven  Infant  Welfare  Centres  operating 
in  the  County. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  helpers, 
who  undertake  the  social  side  of  the  Centres’  activities,  help 
with  the  clerical  work  and  provide  tea  for  Mothers. 

The  Centres  are  well  attended  and  the  Mothers  show 
their  appreciation  of  what  is  done  for  them  bv  their  regular 
attendance. 

Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  population  of  the 
County  it  is  not  possible  for  all  infants  to  attend  these  Cen- 
tres. Nevertheless,  much  good  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
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District  Nurses  in  their  capacity  of  Health  Visitors.  These 
Health  Visitors  refer  any  particular  child  to  the  nearest  wel- 
fare centre  when  any  special  advice  or  treatment  is  required. 
Older  children  and  toddlers  come  to  the  Centres  with  their 
Mothers  and  thus  supervision  is  continued  from  birth  until 
their  entry  to  school. 

At  each  Centre  every  infant  is  thoroughly  examined  on 
its  first  attendance,  and  thereafter  at  periodic  intervals. 
Advice  is  given  to  the  Mother  about  the  care  and  feeding,  and 
if  any  special  treatment  is  required  the  Mother  is  advised  to 
consult  her  own  Doctor,  since  these  Clinics  are  not  so  much 
for  treatment,  as  for  the  prevention  of  the  development  of 
defects  and  the  occurrence  of  bad  up-bringing. 

Informal  talks  are  given  from  time  to  time  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  women  to  breast-feed  their 
infants. 

Free  Milk  is  supplied  to  necessitous  mothers,  after  in- 
vestigation of  the  financial  circumstances.  Liquid  milk  only 
is  supplied,  and  designated  milk  is  ordered  when  available  in 
the  district.  Milk  is  supplied  in  this  way  to  expectant  mothers, 
nursing  mothers,  and  infants  under  school  age  who  are  found 
to  need  it. 

The  sum  of  approximately  £240  was  expended  on  free 
milk  under  this  scheme  during  the  year.

Ante-Natal  Work. 

There  is  only  one  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in  the  County  at 
Milford  Haven ; and  during  the  year  no  patient  presented, her- 
,self  for  examination.  Two  patients  were  seen  by  appoint- 
ment  at  Haverfordwest,  and  two  at  Narberth. 

The  attendance  of  patients  for  Ante-Natal  Examina- 
tion is  therefore  disappointing;  but  there 
reluctance  to  allow  examination  in  the  of  he  patien  s 

and  it  is  felt  that  the  work  is  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  th. 
MWwivLIn  the  course  of  their  ante-natal  visits,  and  by  the 


Medical  Practitioners  of  the  area,  to  whom  the  Midwives 
report  all  abnormal  cases. 

Orthopaedic  Work. 

The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  for  two 
years,  and  the  opportunity  for  early  treatment  of  crippling 
defects  which  it  offers  is  bein^  increasingly  recognised  by 
parents. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Clinics  had  to  be  postponed 
owing  to  the  absence  of  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse  on  special 
duties  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  Typhoid  Epidemic; 
but  six  Clinics  were  held  during  the  year,  and  attended  by 
Mr.  N.  Rocyn  Jones,  M.D,,  F.R.C.S. 

Twenty-five  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  exam- 
ined at  these  Clinics,  nine  of  them  being  new  cases.  Two 
cases  were  referred  for  Hospital  Treatment,  and  admitted  to 
the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  one  case  was  mani- 
pulated by  Mr.  Rocyn  Jones  at  Narberth.  The  remainder 
were  recommended  remedial  exercises,  special  diet,  massage, 
etc.  The  massage  and  supervision  of  exercises  is  carried  out 
at  the  homes  of  the  children  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse,  and 
her  work  is  invaluable  in  this  respect.  During  the  year  she 
paid  127  visits  to  the  homes  of  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

The  attendance  at  the  Clinics  continues  to  be  excellent, 
and  once  again  the  work  of  the  Pembrokeshire  Society  for 
the  Care  of  Cripples  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  It  would  be 
impossible  for  the  majority  of  cases  to  attend  the  Clinics  were 
it  not  for  the  provision  of  cars  for  transport  by  these  enthusi- 
astic voluntary  workers.  The  Society  continues  to  provide 
teas  and  to  welcome  the  patients  on  their  visits  to  Narberth, 
and  this  contributes  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  Clinics. 

Cases  Discharged  from  Hospital  in  1938. 

Case  1 . This  child  was  in  Hospital  suffering  from  yery 

severe  club  feet  for  over  3 years,  and  is  now  able  to  walk  in 
short  irons. 

u-  iu  has  been  a complete  cripple  since 

birth,  and  was  in  Hospital  for  over  a year.  There  is  marked 
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impfovement  in  the  legs,  but  he  is  still  unable  to  walk  un- 
aided. He  is  now  5 years  old,  and  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Lducation  Authority. 

Case  Manipulated  at  Narberth  Clinic. 

This  baby  was  born  with  severe  club  feet.  He  has  been 
manipulated  under  an  anaesthetic  on  five  occasions  at  Nar- 
berth, and  visited  very  frequently  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse 
for  alteration  of  plasters,  etc.  There  is  very  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  feet,  and  every  hope  of  complete  recovery.  The 
advantage  of  a Clinic  in  the  County  is  demonstrated  in  this 
instance,  as  in  the  absence  of  such  facilities  the  baby  would 
have  had  to  be  in  Hospital  for  treatment  for  a year  or  more, 
as  was  Case  1 reported  above.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  County  Council  have  always  appreciated  that  the 
sanitary  conditions,  particularly  in  the  Rural  Districts,  are 
not  as  they  should  be,  and  recent  findings  of  the  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Commission  have  recommended  “ that  the  County 
Council  will  exercise  a more  vigilant  and  active  surveillance 
in  future  and  whenever  necessary  take  drastic  action,”  A 
Special  Sub-Committee  is  at  the  moment  reconsidering  the 
findings  of  the  Report  and  will  decide  in  due  course  what 
action  they  propose  to  take  in  the  matter.  In  the  meantime, 
information  which  was  obtained  from  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
of  all  Districts  is  reproduced  here  as  a guide  to  the  housing 
conditions  generally  within  the  County.

BAD  HOUSES  IN  AREA. 

Five  years  ago  tlie  Council  submitted  a list  of  sixteen  houses 
due  for  demolition  all  of  which  have  now  been  demolished.  There 
are  still  five  cottages  which  are  unlit  for  human  habitation  but  as 
these  are  occupied  by  elderly  peo]ile  who  refuse  to  be  moved  to  a 
Council  House  the  Council  have  permitted  them  to  remain.  When 
these  are  vacated  steps  will  be  taken  to  have  them  demolished 
immediately.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Because  of  the  increased  demands  for  the  supply  of  water  in 
the  Urban  District  of  Milford  Haven  it  became  necessary  to  obtain 
additional  sources  of  water  supply  and  to  construct  additional  watep 
works.  The  Council  therefore  promoted  a Parliamentary  Bill  for  this 
purpose.  The  new  waterworks  were  completed  in  1932  at  a cost  of 
approximately  £100,000.  The  impounding  reservoir  is  situated  in  the 
Precelly  Mountains  and  has  a capacity  of  80,000,000  gallons.  The 
water  is  conveyed  to  Milford  Haven  by  twenty  miles  of  lOin.  mains. 
Neyland  Urban  District  Council  and  villages  through  which  the  pipe 
line  runs  in  tlie  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council  are  supplied 
with  water  from  Milford’s  mains.  Arrangements  are  now  in  hand  to 


supply  Tenby  Borough  Council  in  bulk  and  there  is  also  a cohneci- 
tion  on  the  main  for  the  Borough  of  Haverfordwest  should  a supply 
be  requested  for  that  town. 

SEWER.\GE  SCHEME. 

A comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  in  1932  at  a 
cost  of  £70,000.  All  houses  within  the  sewered  area  are  connected  to 
tlie  public  kewer.  The  outfall  is  to  the  sea.  In  1933  the  boundaries 
were  extended  and  the  Council  have  a scheme  in  hand  to  sewer  this 
added  area  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £10,000.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  is  promoting  a bill  in  Parliament  to  purchase  a 
supply  from  Milfoid  Haven,  construct  a pipe  line  from  the  Milford 
dam  to  Tenby,  build  a new  reservoir  at  Tenby  at  a higher  level  than 
at  present,  and  cover  in  the  existing  open  resei'voir.  The  metering 
of  various  supplies  has  been  decided  upon,  as  well  as  the  re-laying  of 
several  of  the  existing  mains. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  Council  will  shortly  consider  a system  for  the  removal  of 
some  of  the  storm  water  from  the  present  sewage  system  thus  reliev- 
ing the  tank  sewer  at  times  of  heavy  floods,  which  will  probably  mean 
laying  down  about  a mile  of  storm  water  sewers  ; any  further  sewer- 
age works  will  be  in  connection  with  housing.

.^t  the  present  moment,  the  Corporation  are  carrying  out  a 
large  sewerage  scheme  involving  the  construction  of  16  miles  of  sewers 
of  varying  diameters,  three  pumping  stations  complete  with  rising 
mains,  a large  storage  tuiuiel,  and  a new  sea  outfall.  The  total  cost 
of  the  works  is  approximately  £100,000. 

The  Corporation  are  also  cai'rying  out  a House  Drainage  and 
Conversion  Scheme,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  £4.5,000.  One  sec- 
tion of  the  scheme  has  already  been  completed,  and  the  necessary 
plans,  specifications,  bills  of  quantitie.s>  for  the  other  sections  are  in 
an  advanced  stage  of  completion. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As  a preliminary  to  the  Drainage  and  Conversion  Scheme,  the 
Corporation  about  two  yeai's  ago,  earned  out  extensions  to  the  Water 
Mains  within  the  Borough.  .A  large  number  of  bouses  are.  at  present 
without  a water  supply,  (water  being  obtained  from  a standpoint  in 
the  street),  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  advent  of  the  conversion 
scheme,  all  these  houses  will  be  provided  with  an  adequate  water 
supply.

Two  notices  have  been 
issued  to  owners  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  to  show 
cause  why  Demolition  Orders  should  not  be  made  in  respect  of 
these  houses.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Work  is  now  proceeding  on  the  augmentation  of  Water  Supplies 
at  a cost  of  approximately  £24,000,  this  work  involves  the  laving 
down  of  approximately  13  miles  of  new  water  main  and  the  exiaRim 
siqiply  to  be  augmented  by  going  to  an  additional  source  for  water” 
Sen  ice  mains  are  being  extended  to  areas  not  previously  supplied. 
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New  Filtration  Plant  is  to  be  installed  at  Penwallis,  Service, 
reservoir  to  be  reconditioned,  new  service  reservoir  to  be  constructed 
at  Goodwick,  existing  mains  are  also  to  be  reconditioned. 

SEWERAGE. 

No  new  sewerage  works  are  in  band  at  present.  During  the 
past  tbree  years  the  Council  have  extended  the  sewers  to  Penslade 
and  Sladeway  at  a cost  of  apiu'oxiinately  £400,  which  made  it 
possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  cesspits  in  the  area  by  21. 

When  the  present  Water  Scheme  is  completed  the  Council  will 
then  give  consideration  to  the  Sewering  of  Lower  Fishguard  which 
is  long  overdue,  but  could  not  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily  until 
an  adequate  supply  of  water  is  obtained  for  this  area.

Every  effort  is  made  through  Nurses  and  otherwise  to 
keep  the  Public  informed  of  the  necessity  of  securing  early 
medical  advice.  Radium  is  available  at  the  County  War 
Memorial  Hospital.  Haverforwest,  by  arrangement,  vyhile 
some  cases  have  been  sent  direct  to  the  Radium  Institute. 
London,  for  treatment. 


An  entirely  new  regional  scheme  is  now  contemplated, 
and  it  is  expected  that  at  an  early  date  arrangements  will  be 
in  operation  whereby  the  important  question  of  earlier  and 
more  effective  treatment  of  Cancer  will  be  put  in  operation. 
The  new  scheme  will  include  the  provision  of  local  Clinics. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

A considerable  number  of  poor  persons,  with  failing 
eyesight,  whose  financial  resources  have  prevented  them  ob- 
taining expert  treatment  have  been  examined  by  the  Opthal- 
mic  Surgeon  who  visits  the  County  monthly.  Advice  and 
treatment  have  been  given  in  all  cases,  and  spectacles  have 
been  provided  free,  where  necessary.  Many  such  persons 
have  been  ascertained  by  the  Home  Visitor  for  the  Blind  ; and 
the  voluntary  workers  and  Correspondents  of  the  Pembroke- 
shire Blind  Society  have  also  been  useful  in  advising  those 
suffering  from  failing  vision  how  and  where  to  apply  for 
assistance. 

Several  cases  of  cataract  and  other  eye  diseases  have 
been  treated  at  Swansea  General  and  Lye  Hospital  at  the 
expense  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act  Sub-Committee. 

Blind  Persons  Acts,  1920/38. 

The  total  number  of  persons  in  the  County  registered 
as  Blind  is  242,  twenty-one  fewer  than  last  year. 

The  majority  of  these  are  over  fifty  and  many  are  in- 
firm, so  that  they  are  unable  to  earn  a living  or  undergo  train- 
ing as  blind  persons.  They  have,  therefore,  to  be  classed  as 
unemployable. 

In  accordance  with  the  Local  Government  Act.  1929. 
the  Council  have  accepted  responsibility  for  the  provision  of 
financial  assistance  to  all  necessitous  blind  persons,  thus 
transferring  them  from  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  to 
the  Blind  Persons  Act  Committee  for  relief. 

In  its  Scheme  the  Council  provides  that  domiciliary 
Financial  assistance  be  granted  in  order  that  the  income  of 
every  adult  registered  blind  person  be  made  up  to  1 5s.  per 
week,  and  in  the  case  of  a married  blind  couple  up  to  25s. 
per  week. 

The  Home  Visitor  continues  her  activities  in  promot- 
ing the  general  welfare  of  the  blind  people,  whom  she  visits 
as  regularly  as  possible. 


Lessons  in  Braille,  Moon,  Typewriting,  Rug  Making 
and  Basket  Making  have  been  given  to  those  desirous  of  re- 
ceiving the  necessary  instruction,  and  good  progress  is  re- 
ported. 

The  Visitor  has  also  been  able  to  advise  many  blind 
persons  regarding  the  procedure  for  obtaining  pensions  and 
has  arranged  for  the  circulation  of  Braille  Books  from  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind. 

Nearly  all  the  Blind  in  the  County  have  been  provided 
with  Wireless  Sets  by  the  “ British  Wireless  for  the  Blind 
Fund.”  These  sets  are  greatly  appreciated  and  are  doing 
much  to  brighten  the  lives  of  the  blind  people,  and  keep  them 
in  closer  touch  with  the  affairs  of  the  world  generally. 

The  Pembrokeshire  Blind  Society  still  continues  to 
render  assistance  to  the  necessitous  blind  in  the  County,  by 
providing  them  with  gifts  of  clothing.  Those  in  ill-health 
are  given  extra  nourishment.  Several  very  successful  social 
functions  have  been  held,  which  are  much  enjoyed  by  those 
who  are  able  to  attend.

All  young  persons  for  whom  education  or  training  is 
possible  have  been  sent  to  various  Institutions.  Four  pupils 
are  at  Bridgend  School  where  they  receive  general  education, 
and.  in  due  course,  select  a career  for  which  they  seem  to  be 
adapted.

Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers. 

No  scheme  for  dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers 
has  been  introduced. 

The  present  Dentist  employed  by  the  County  Council 
cannot  undertake  any  further  work. 

The  County  Council  have  continued  to  provide  free 
dental  treatment  for  practising  Midwives  when  the  state  (T 
their  teeth  is  such  that  it  might  cause  septic  infection  of 
women  whom  they  attend  at  child-birth. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  arrangements  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tub- 
erculosis in  the  County  is  carried  out  by  the  King  Edward 
VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association. 

Forty-eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tub- 
erculosis, compared  with  59  for  1937.  In  addition,  11 
deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to  other  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis (Meningitis,  Peritonitis  and  involvement  of  bones  and 
joints) .

Tuberculosis  notifications  are  sent  to  the  County  Med- 
ical Officer  weekly  by  District  Medical  Officers,  and  copies 
are  forwarded  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Free  milk  is  provided  and  paid  for  by  the  County 
Council  for  all  tuberculous  persons  recommended  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician. 


After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year  a special  Sub-Committee  of  the 
County  Council  was  set  up  to  deal  with  the  question  of  After- 
Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
arrangements  in  operation  were  not  considered  adequate. 

The  Committee  decided  to  consider,  where  necessary 

1 . The  provision  of  skilled  nursing. 

2.  The  provision  of  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  bed- 
ding, etc.,  for  necessitous,  cases. 

3.  The  provision  of  financial  help  for  dependents 
where  the  wage  earner  is  the  affected  person. 

4.  The  provision  of  temporary  care  of  children  whose 
mother  is  the  affected  person. 

5.  The  provision  of  clothing  to  enable  necessitous  per- 
sons to  go  for  Institutional  Treatment. 

6.  The  assistance  of  Patients  sufficiently  recovered 
to  obtain  suitable  employment.

SANATORIUM— (PULMONARY  CASES). 
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Notification  and  Registration. 

The  procedure  under  this  heading  still  continues.  All 
Medical  Practitioners  must  immediately  notify  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  the  area  in  which  they  practice  of  the  occur- 
rence of  any  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  Lach  District  Medical 
Officer  must  keep  a Register  of  such  notifications  and  also 
communicate  new  notifications  weekly  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  These  weekly  returns  are  then  submitted 
to  the  Area  Pliysician  of  the  King  Edward  Vll.  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association,  and  consequently  he  is  then 
in  a position  to  offer  his  services  to  the  Practitioners  con- 
cerned. 

The  duty  of  arranging  disinfection  of  premises  vacated 
by  tuberculous  patients  by  reason  of  death  or  removal,  rests 
with  the  District  Medical  Officer  and  his  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Sale  Of  Food  And  Drugs. 

The  duties  involved  under  this  Act  are  undertaken  by 
the  Police.  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Chief 
Constable  and  the  Public  Health  Department.
